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PREFACE.

The  printed  Catalogue  of  Oxford  Graduates  only  begins  with  the 
year  1659,  but  the  materials  exist  from  which  a  continuous  list  of  degrees 
since  1505  may  be  made  out.  These  m.aterials  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Registers  of  Congregation;  and  there  is  a  mutilated  Register  of  even 
earlier  date,  containing  the  years  from  1449  to  1463.  Unfortunately  we 
cannot  go  back  as  far  as  the  time  of  Pope  Alexander  V,  who  was  B.D.  of 
Oxford  and  D.D.  of  Paris  more  than  half  a  century  previously  \  In 
I  some  foreign  universities  still  earher  registers  are  preserved.  Heidelberg^ 
)  has  just  published  a  roll  of  members,  which  begins  in  1386.  We  could 
do  something  more  by  consulting  the  documents  preserved  in  the  Col- 
leges ;  thus  the  list  of  fellows  at  Exeter  College  begins  in  1318,  at  New 
College  in  1386. 

The  present  volume  gives  all  the  names  contained  in  the  four  earliest 
Registers,  and  a  part  of  the  fifth  so  far  as  the  year  1570-71.  Here  we 
stop  for  the  present,  as  the  Lists  of  Matriculations  begin  about  this  date 
— for  some  Colleges  a  little  earlier  and  for  some  a  little  later ^.  The 
-  next  volume  will  combine  the  matriculations  and  degrees  together,  and  be 
especially  valuable  for  the  literary  history  of  the  Elizabethan  and  early 
Stuart  age.  These  five  Registers  are  preserved  in  the  Archives  of  the 
University,  and  may  be  described  as  follows  (1-5) : — 

(i)  A  a.  5  contains  entries  from  4  Dec.  1448  to  19  Nov.  1463.  Folio 
24  is  a  leaf  of  the  year  1440  which  has  strayed  into  this  volume  from  the 
Acta  Curie  Cancellarii  Oxon,  where  it,  with  five  others,  is  wanting.  It 
is  printed  in  the  Appendix.  The  volume  should  contain  128  leaves,  but 
leaves  11,  16-20,  30,  74  are  wanting.  There  are,  however,  double 
leaves,  24  a  and  b,  and  triple  leaves  98  a  and  b  and  c  (98  a  and  b  are 
a  copy  of  mutilated  leaves  in  a  late  hand),  so  that  the  real  number  is  124. 
The  volume  is  imperfect  at  both  beginning  and  end,  the  earlier  leaves  are

Johannes  Myl.  .  .  ,  Frater  Johannes  E  .  .  .  ,  Frater  Ricardus  .  .  .  , 
Frater  Willelmus  .  .  .  .'  As  the  first  two  have  xM  set  against  their 
names,  they  may  have  been  abbots.  In  foho  2b  before  the  name  of 
Nicolas  Haylys  occurs,  ' .  .  rayton  monachus  .  .  .  don  xvi  die  Aprihs 
A.D.  1450.  viii.  d.'  A  whole  year  is  missing,  March  1460  to  March  1461, 
between  leaves  120  and  121.  Anstey  has  printed  considerable  specimens 
from  this  volume  in  his  Munimenta  Academica,  pp.  728  to  757. 

(2)  G.  6  extends  from  June  1505  to  27  Nov.  151 7,  at  which  date  it 
ends  in  a  fragmentary  condition.  The  first  four  leaves  are  printed  at 
length  in  the  Appendix,  and  they  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  whole. 

(3)  H.  7  begins  in  June  or  July  1518,  and  ends  with  a  mutilated  leaf 
in  May  1535.  The  mutilation  is  owing  to  the  entry  about  Thomas  Key, 
the  Registrar,  who  was  deposed  from  office,  being  partly  torn  away, 
either  by  his  friends  or  his  enemies. 

(4)  I.  8  begins  about  May  1535  and  extends  to  1563.  On  folio  212 
is  a  list  of  those  who  were  allowed  to  migrate  from  one  study  to  another 
in  Edward  VI's  time.    It  is  printed  in  the  Appendix. 

(5)  K  K.  9  extends  from  12  April  1564  to  April  1582,  but  two  letters 
of  October  1586  are  given  on  the  last  page.  The  volume  contains  the 
letters  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester  as  Chancellor,  and  shows  what  changes 
were  carried  out  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth. 

(6)  F.  4.  A  letter  book  of  the  University  from  1422  to  1503.  This 
contains  some  applications  for  degrees,  but,  as  the  volume  may  be  dealt 
with  separately  hereafter,  it  has  seemed  best  merely  to  give  a  reference  in 
the  Index  to  some  names  which  Wood  has  taken  from  it  and  similar 
sources.  He  mentions  (Fasti  11)  'certain  imperfect  and  broken  scripts 
containing  sums  of  money  received  for  the  taking  of  degrees,  which  I 
have  seen,  but  I  think  are  now  perished.'

Only  one  Registrar  was  turned  out^,  but  several  others  deserved  to  be,

Item,  where  as  the  scribes  dutie  requirithe  that  he  shulde  registre  all  statutes  graces 
dispensacions  acts  elections  of  yerelie  officers  with  lyke  other  necessarie  writtes 
beinge  determined  by  the  universitie,  he  hathe  omitted  this  his  chief  dutie  a  whole 
yere  together  to  the  great  disworshipe  of  thuniversitie  and  to  the  confusion  of  thorder, 
for  as  muche  as  here  after  men  beinge  not  licencid  in  degrees  may  say  that  suche 
a  yere  they  were  created  and  proceded  here. 

Item  againste  all  order  and  discretion  he  lefte  his  booke  of  his  office  conteyninge 
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for  they  constantly  omitted  lists  of  graces  and  degrees.  Congregation 
tried  to  persuade  them  to  do  their  duty  by  making  all  '  determiners '  pay 
them  a  fee  of  twopence  for  entering  the  names;  several  entries  occur 
about  their  duties,  and  several  about  persons  who  are  excused  because 
some  previous  grace  has  been  carelessly  omitted.  The  imperfection  of 
the  Record  has  prevented  our  limiting  ourselves  to  printing  the  degrees 
only.  Often  the  grace  occurs  without  the  degree,  though  later  entries 
show  that  the  degree  had  been  taken.  It  has  therefore  been  found 
expedient  to  print  all  the  references  to  each  name ;  and  this  has  the 
further  advantage  of  supplying  an  index  to  the  Registers,  and  of  enabling 
any  one  to  trace  the  complete  history  of  those  in  whom  he  may  be 
interested.  The  graces  and  dispensations  contain  many  particulars  about 
the  candidates  and  about  the  examinations.  One  specimen  may  here  be 
translated. — On  the  i6  March  144^,  'John  Wanflete,  Archdeacon  of 
Surrey  and  Scholar  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  supplicates  the  venerable 
Congregation  of  Regents  that  four  years  spent  in  practice,  and  two  / 
years  (except  one  term)  in  studying  canon  law  may  suffice  him  to  com- 
plete the  /brm  required  for  his  admission  to  the  extraordinary  reading 
of  some  book  of  the  decretals.  This  grace  was  granted  from  regard 
to  his  brother  the  Bisliop  of  Winchester  [who  was  just  founding 
Magdalen],  and  was  lawfully  pronounced  by  M.  John  Baker,  the  southern 
proctor.'  ' 
The  technical  terms  used  in  the  graces  require  explanation  \    In  the 

secrets  of  thuniversitie  for  a  longe  space  in  the  house  of  oone  of  the  bedells,  whiche 
thoughe  he  be  servunte  to  thuniversitie  yet  ought  not  of  congruence  to  come  to  the 
sight  of  those  secretts. 

Item,  where  as  by  vertue  of  the  said  scribes  office  he  shulde  penne  and  draw  owt 
certayne  writtes  to  thuse  of  thuniversitie,  as  acquittances  bylls  of  attumey  with  lyke, 
thuniversitie  uppon  their  proper  charges  have  by  his  absence  byn  compelled  to  procure 
others  to  drawe  and  wryght  owt  the  said  writtes  to  no  small  cost  and  charges  in  that 
behalfe. 

Item  where  as  the  said  M'^  Key  by  vertue  of  his  office  ought  to  have  been  at  all 
congregations  convocations  and  all  commen  assemblees  whereby  that  he  presentlie 
there  heringe  what  were  done  might  registre  the  statutes  dispensations  graces  etc., 
leaste  elles  false  graces  and  other  writtes  might  be  forged  and  brought  to  hym  and  so 
registred,  he  hathe  absented  hym  selfe  from  all  suche  assembles  of  thuniversitie  a  great 
number  of  yeres  last  past  and  hathe  at  sondrye  tymes  commen  to  the  bedells  bookes 
longe  after  the  tyme  of  procedinge  to  receyve  there  the  names  of  suche  as  before 
had  taken  degree. 

Item  syns  he  hathe  ben  rent  gatherer  for  thuniversitie,  he  by  his  negligence  hathe 
loste  from  thuse  of  the  said  universitie  four  and  twentie  shillinges  by  the  yere. 

Finally  he  hathe  forfeyted  unto  thuniversitie  thirtie  poundes  in  that  these  thre  yeres 
past  he  hathe  made  noone  accompte  of  the  same  office,  neyther  at  any  tyme  hathe 
desired  to  make  his  accompte  of  the  same.  And  for  asmuche  as  contrarie  to  our 
statutes  and  liberties  he  hathe  procured  meanes  and  ways  to  vex  and  trouble  thuniver- 
sitie, he  was  thought  by  the  whole  house  of  congregation  moore  worthie  for  his 
unkyndnes  towarde  thuniversitie  to  be  acord}Tige  to  hys  desertes  expelled  then  that  by 
thuniversitie  he  sholde  take  any  further  profit  or  comoditie.

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Lent  after  a  man  was  admitted  to  his  Bachelor  of  Arts'  degree,  he  '  deter-  , 
mined,'  i.e.,  instead  of  disputing  himself,  he  presided  over  disputations,  and 
gave  out  his  determination  or  decision  on  the  questions  discussed.  The 
proctors  chose  two  Collectors,  who  distributed  the  determining  bachelors 
into  equal  classes  and  allotted  to  each  of  them  the  school  in  which  he  was 
to  determine,  on  a  fixed  day,  from  one  o'clock  till  five  in  the  afternoon. 
Each  year,  after  determining,  the  bachelor  had  further  to  dispute,  as 
opponent  or  respondent,  at  Austin  disputations  (so  called  because 
formerly  held  in  the  Augustinian  monastery),  as  arranged  by  similar 
Collectors,  and  the  questions  to  be  discussed  were  fixed  up  on  the  schools' 
gates.  He  had  also  to  read  (i.e.,  lecture  on),  certain  books  in  a  cursory 
manner  (subsidiary  to  the  main  lectures)  before  he  could  become  a 
licentiate  in  arts.  We  have  a  list  of  the  books  read^,  which  runs 
thus  : — 

Metaphysics,  for  one  year. 

Ethics,  for  four  months. 

Geometry,  for  five  weeks.  j 
Algorismus,   Sphaera,   Compotus,   eight  days  apiece   (see   Coxe's  { 
Catalogue  of  the  MSS.  at  University  College,  No.  xxvi). 
Boethius'  Arithmetica,  for  three  weeks. 

Priscian  in  the  large  volume,  or  Politics,  or  the  Ten  Books  on  Animals  j 
(including  the  books  on  the  movements  of  Animals),  for  six  weeks.  j 
Priscian  on  the  Constructions  of  the  Parts  of  Speech,  for  one  term. 
The  book  Caeli  et  Mundi,  one  term. 

The  book  Meteororum  (Methereorum),  one  term.  j 
The  fourth  book  of  the  Topics  of  Boethius,  &c. 

The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  had  further  to  go  round  {circuity- 
the  schools  and  beg  the  masters  to  attend  his  exercises,  called  Vesperies, 
the  Saturday  evening  before  the  final  ceremony.  When  the  bachelor,  after 
having  been  licensed ^  was  finally  created  master,  the  Chancellor  handed 
to  him  the  insignia  of  the  degree  (book,  hood,  and  cap),  admitted  him  to 
teach  in  the  name  of  the  Trinity,  and  gave  him  a  kiss  on  his  left  cheek. 
He  was  thus  said  to  incept  or  commence  as  master,  and  the  term 
commencement  is  still  used  at  Cambridge  for  what  at  Oxford  is  called  the 
Act.  There  were  two,  and  sometimes  three.  Acts  in  a  year.  Different 
forms  were  used  for  the  admission  to  teach  in  different  subjects.  Thus  a 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  was  admitted  to  read  the  '  sentences '  of  Peter 
Lombard,  a  Bachelor  of  Music  to  read  the  mathematical  works  of 
Boethius,  a  Bachelor  of  Physic  the  aphorisms  of  Hippocrates,  a  Bachelor 
of  Civil  Law  the  institutes  of  Justinian.  Thenceforth  the  master  could 
give  the  ordinary  lectures.  But  for  fifteen  days  he  had  to  walk  through 
the  streets  in  a  round  cap,  not  a  plaited  cap  {capa  rotunda,  not  rugatay.

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The  new  masters  had  to  make  presents  to  the  Regents,  i.e.  the  masters 
of  less  than  two  years'  standing ;  and,  if  they  were  rich,  a  feast  was 
expected.  The  expense  became  so  great  that  at  last  statutes  were 
passed  to  limit  it\  These  disputations  had  lost  much  of  their  importance, 
even  before  the  New  Learning  came  in.  Many  men  were  dispensed  from 
some  of  the  exercises  for  various  reasons,  and  the  fees  charged  to 
rich  men  for  these  dispensations  were  an  important  resource  to  the 
University,  which  was  very  poor.  Thus  on  i6  March  144!,  Richard 
Howseman'^  is  to  repair  a  broken  window  in  the  house  of  Congregation 
which  has  a  figure  of  S.  Mark  painted  on  it.  A  rich  incumbent  or  abbot 
might  have  to  pay  ten  or  twenty  pounds.  Such  men  were  fond  of 
residing  at  Oxford^  rather  than  in  their  parishes  or  monasteries.  Just 
before  the  Reformation  an  effort  was  made  to  send  them  back. 

In  studying  the  Tudor  and  Stuart  times,  we  have  a  constant  difficulty 
in  finding  out  anything  about  the  lesser  personages  of  the  history.  Many 
of  them-  occur  in  the  lists  which  will  be  printed  in  this  series,  for  in- 
stance Starkey  and  Lupset,  whose  writings  have  been  recently  edited  for 
the  Early  English  Text  Society.  Nor  are  there  wanting  notices  of  more 
important  characters.  We  have  entries  which  supply  important  dates  for 
the  life  of  William  Tyndale    the  translator  of  the  Bible ;  as  also  the

Tyndale,  like  Adam  Smith  afterwards,  thought  the  teaching  of  the 
University  antiquated  and  bad^.  'Remember  ye  not,'  says  he  in  1530, 
'  how  within  this  thirty  years  and far  less,  and  yet  dureth  to  this  day,  the 
old  barking  curs,  Duns'  disciples  and  like  draff  called  Scotists,  the  children 
of  darkness,  raged  in  every  pulpit  against  Greek,  Latin  and  Hebrew ;  and 
what  sorrow  the  schoolmasters,  that  taught  the  true  Latin  tongue,  had 
with  them ;  some  beating  the  pulpit  with  their  fists  for  madness,  and  roar- 
ing out  with  open  and  foaming  mouth,  that  if  there  were  but  one  Terence 
or  Virgil  in  the  world,  and  that  same  in  their  sleeves,  and  a  fire  before 
them,  they  would  burn  them  therein,  though  it  should  cost  them  their 
lives ;  affirming  that  all  good  learning  decayed  and  was  utterly  lost,  since 
men  gave  them  unto  the  Latin  tongue.'  Erasmus,  and,  in  his  earlier 
days,  Sir  Thomas  More,  would  have  agreed  with  Tyndale.  And  again, 
'  In  the  Universities  they  have  ordained  that  no  man  shall  look  at  the  scrip- 
ture until  he  be  noselled  in  heathen  learning  eight  or  nine  years,  and  armed 
with  false  principles,  with  which  he  is  clean  shut  out  of  the  understanding  of 
the  scripture.  And  at  his  first  coming  unto  University  he  is  sworn  that  he 
shall  not  defame  the  University,  whatsoever  he  seeth.  And  when  he 
taketh  first  degree  he  is  sworn  that  he  shall  hold  none  opinions  con- 
demned by  the  church;  but  what  such  opinions  be,  that  he  shall  not 
know.    And  then,  when  they  be  admitted  to  study  divinity,  because  the

These  dates  suit  vk^ell  with  his  ovra  statement  that  Sir  Thomas  More  knew  Greek 
'long  ere  I,'  for  More  was  at  Oxford  in  1498.  They  also  suit  well  with  his  knowing 
Thomas  Bilney  at  Cambridge,  for  Bilney  was  converted  immediately  after  the  first 
appearance  of  the  New  Testament  of  Erasmus  in  1516.  We  have  no  certain  date  in 
Tyndale's  life  from  other  sources  till  about  1521.

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Scripture  is  locked  up  with  such  false  expositions,  and  with  false  principles 
of  natural  philosophy^  that  they  cannot  enter  in,  they  go  about  the  outside, 
and  dispute  all  their  lives  about  words  and  vain  opinions, pertaining  as  much 
unto  the  healing  of  a  mans  heel  as  health  of  his  soul :  provided  yet 
alway,  lest  God  give  His  singular  grace  unto  any  person,  that  none  may 
preach  except  he  be  admitted  of  the  bishops.'  In  this  view  of  the  scholastic 
natural  philosophy  Bacon  agrees  with  him. 

Tyndale  also  complains  of  the  easy  way  in  which  graces  were  granted 
to  all  sorts  of  persons,  'in  Universities  many  ungracious  graces  there 
be  gotten'^ ;  on  which  Sir  Thomas  More  retorts,  'He  should  have  made 
it  more  plain  and  better  perceived  if  he  had  said,  as  for  example.  When 
his  own  grace  was  there  granted  to  be  made  Master  of  Arts.'  But  Gas- 
coigne,  writing  in  Henry  6's  time,  makes  the  same  complaint,  that  '  many 
are  admitted  to  their  degree  for  money  and  not  for  good  life  or  know- 
ledge.'^ One  striking  proof  of  carelessness  occurs  in  the  instance  of 
the  medical  degrees^.  The  University  had  admitted  Simon  Ludford, 
originally  a  Franciscan  friar  and  afterwards  an  apothecary  in  London,  and 
David  Laughton  a  coppersmith — two  ignorant  unlettered  and  incompe- 
tent persons — to  the  honours  of  the  baccalaureate  in  medicine.  The 
College  of  Physicians  in  London  reproved  the  University  by  letter,  recom- 
mended that  the  vote  which  conferred  the  degrees  should  be  rescinded, 
and  advised  a  more  cautious  conduct  in  future.  The  College  laid  a  com- 
plaint before  Cardinal  Pole,  who  was  visiting  the  University  in  1556,  and 
gave  the  following  specimen  of  Laughton's  knowledge,  'cujus  infantia 
cum  suggessit  ut  quomodo  corpus  declinaretur  exigeremus,  respondit  hie 
haec  et  hoc  corpus^  accusative  corporemJ^  Pole  made  the  University  con- 
sult with  D^^.  George  Owen  and  D^.  Thomas  Huys,  the  Queen's  physicians, 
and  both  from  Merton  college,  about  the  course  of  study  that  should  be 
pursued  in  future.  The  coppersmith  seems  to  have  abandoned  the 
further  honours  of  the  profession,  but  Ludford  betook  himself  to  Cam- 
bridge where,  however,  the  College  of  Physicians  again  remonstrated  with 
success  on  the  ground  that  there  was  nothing  in  him  but  a  blind  audacity. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  Ludford  was  afterwards  admitted  Doctor  of 
Medicine  at  Oxford  in  1560,  and  a  fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians  7 
April,  1563,  and  was  Censor  of  that  College  in  1564,  1569,  1572,  so  that 
we  may  suppose  he  had  remedied  his  deficiencies. 

Sometimes  the  King  interfered  on  behalf  of  men  who  had  influence  at 
Court.  Thus  we  have  two  letters  from  Henry  VI  (Reg.  A.  a.  5.  p.  26):— 

Be  the  Kyng. 

Trusty  and  welbeloved  We  grete  you  wel,  and  howe  be  hit  that  we

sore  the  xxvii  day  of  Averyl  (1448). 

Be  the  King. 

Trusti  and  welbeloved  We  grete  you  wel,  and  al  be  hit  that  by  ye  statutis 
of  our  universite  of  Oxonford  every  bachilier  of  divinite  there  oughte  to 
entre  the  sentences  within  twelfmonthes  after  that  he  hath  taken  hys  degre, 
yet  nevertheles  our  welbeloved  maister  Henry  Grene  which  was  late  made 
bachilere  of  divinite  within  our  said  universite  by  cause  of  ye  grete  pesti- 
lence now  regning  there  fered  to  come  thider  at  this  tyme,  wherefore  we 
consideryng  ye  premisses  desire  and  pray  you  hertly  that  at  the  reverence 
of  us  ye  wel  graunte  unto  hym  a  faire  pardon  of  ye  said  entre  or  elles 
respit  hym  therof  into  such  convenable  tyme  as  he  may  saufly  resorte  unto 
oure  said  universite  for  ye  cause  above  said,  trusting  verraily  therin  to  do 
unto  us  ryght  good  plaiser,  yeven  under  our  signet  at  oure  castel  of  Wynde- 
sore  the  xv  day  of  May  (1448). 

Many  seem  to  have  been  excused  on  the  ground  of  poverty,  or  because 
the  candidate  had  a  school  at  a  distance,  or  had  to  celebrate  mass  for  the 
first  time  in  his  native  place.  These  may  not  seem  to  us  very  valid 
reasons,  but  it  is  well  to  remember  the  saying  of  the  ancient  biographer, 
omnia  maiorum  institutis  iudicari. 

The  poverty  of  many  scholars  led  to  their  begging  about  the  country 
(Gutch  i.  519,  619-20),  and  this  became  so  troublesome  that  at  last  par- 
liament required  that  they  should  have  a  license  for  begging  under  their 
Chancellor's  hand  and  seal.  Dennis  Burnell  and  John  Brown,  two  scholars 
of  Aristotle's  Hall  (Anstey  684  ;  see  for  this  hall  520,  620,  679)  had  such 
a  license  on  13  July  1461.  Sir  Thomas  More,  after  his  dismissal  from 
office,  said  to  his  children,  '  If  that  exceed  our  ability  (meaning  the  fare 
of  New  Inn  at  London,  where  he  had  part  of  his  breeding),  then  will  we 
the  next  year  after  descend  to  Oxford  fare,  where  many  great  learned  and 
ancient  fathers  be  continually  conversant,  which  if  our  power  stretch  not 
to  maintain  neither,  then  may  we  yet  like  poor  scholars  of  Oxford  go 
a  begging  with  our  bags  and  wallets  and  sing  Salve  Regina  at  rich  mens 
dores.'  Similarly  Luther  tells  us  how  he  had,  like  other  students,  sung 
songs  for  bread,  and  begged  for  bread  '  propter  Deum '  at  rich  men's 
doors. 

It  was  the  Regent,  or  younger,  masters  of  arts  who  granted  the  graces 
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for  degrees  ^  and  the  condition  often  occurs  in  the  graces  that  prayer  is 
to  be  made  pro  bono  statu  Regentium.  The  proctors  were  then  taken 
from  the  same  body.  The  important  point  is  that  it  was  in  those  actually 
engaged  in  the  work  of  education  in  the  University,  and  in  no  one  else, 
that  the  management  of  the  University  was  vested.  But  the  Regents 
were  not  always  good  teachers  (Mullinger  ii.  12).  The  younger  masters 
were  always  somewhat  independent,  and  held  their  own  throughout  the 
Middle  Ages,  but  the  Tudors  put  the  power  into  the  hands  of  the  elder 
men  and  altered  the  constitution  of  the  University.  The  election  of 
the  Principals  of  Halls  was  also  then  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
students^. 

The  relation  of  the  University  to  the  City  naturally  receives  constant 
attention.     Thus,  on  22  Jan.  it  is  determined  (Appendix,  p.  287), 

that  for  the  next  two  or  three  weeks  four  scholars  are  to  keep  watch 
nightly  at  the  four  gates  of  the  city,  together  with  four  of  the  townsmen, 
all  under  oath.  On  several  occasions  valuable  lists  are  given  of  the 
leading  citizens  who  took  the  usual  oaths  to  the  University. 

Not  many  notices  occur  of  the  Wars  of  the  Roses.  But  Robert  Wright, 
bedell  of  Law,  is  dismissed  and  imprisoned  for  speaking  outrageous  words 
against  Queen  Margaret  and  Prince  Edward.  There  are  many  more 
notices  of  the  relation  of  the  Crown  to  the  University  under  the  Tudors, 
all  of  whom  were  well  educated  and  favoured  learning. 

Many  notices  occur  of  the  Library,  of  which  the  chaplain  of  the  Uni- 
versity had  charge.  On  6  Feb.  i45f  new  desks  were  ordered,  and  on 
5  June  the  keys  of  the  desks  were  allowed  to  remain  in  the  proctor's 
hands  till  the  next  congregation  that  the  place  of  the  books  might  be 
changed.  M.  J.  Grafton  and  Mr.  J.  Jolyffe  were  deputed  to  superintend 
the  chaining  of  the  books  (Anstey  740,  and  see  his  index  and  preface, 
p.  li.).  On  26  June  1455  ^he  chaplain  had  the  keys  that  he  might  get 
the  books  repaired.  On  14  Jan.  145 J  there  is  mention  of  two  glossed 
Psalters,  given  by  Thomas  Rodburn  bishop  of  St.  David's.  On  5  Dec. 
1453  it  is  ordered  that  the  books  bequeathed  by  Dr.  Cordan  [Richard 
Broun  alias  Cordan,  archdeacon  of  Rochester,  died  1452,  see  his  will  in 
Anstey  639]  shall  be  bound  at  the  expense  of  the  University. 

Proper  names  have  been  printed  in  the  text  as  they  are  spelt  in  the 
Registers,  with  the  usual  phonetic  variations ;  but  it  seemed  enough  in 
most  cases  to  give  the  common  forms  in  the  Index.  When  different 
forms  occur  in  the  Index,  the  reference  to  the  page  has  usually  been 
repeated,  so  as  to  avoid  the  trouble  of  cross  references.  Some  varieties 
merely  represent  the  pronunciation,  as  when  Clayton  is  also  spelt  Cleyton 
or  Claton.  Some  forms,  however,  are  very  unlike  the  real  name.  None 
perhaps  are  so  wild  as  one  which  Dr.  Griffiths  once  met  with,  where 
a  man  who  had  written  his  own  name  in  the  subscription  book  as 
Vigures  had  been  put  down  by  the  University  scribe  as  Wildgoose.  The

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subscription  book  begins  in  1581,  and  will  be  a  valuable  resource  for  the 
next  volume.  Sometimes  the  names  are  Latinised,  and  Wild  becomes 
Wildus  and  Leach  Lecheus.  But  Backhouse  need  not  have  been  turned 
into  Bacchus,  nor  Dey  into  Deus.  The  scribes  found  a  difficulty  in  the 
letter  W,  an  old  difficulty,  as  we  see  in  such  cases  as  Wulf  and  Ulf 
Worm  and  Orm.  Even  now  they  say  Cornood  or  Cornude  in  Devon 
instead  of  Cornwood.  So  we  have  in  these  lists  Manwood  and  Manne- 
hoodj  Orpwood  and  Horpood,  Wogan  and  Ogan,  Wodehyll  and  Odyll, 
Nicolas  Udall  (that  flogging  schoolmaster)  occurs  as  Wodal  and  Wod- 
walle.  Not  so  long  ago  two  undergraduates  of  the  same  college  called 
Hood  and  Wood  were  only  distinguished  by  the  servants  as  '  Mr.  Ood 
with  a  haitch '  and  '  Mr.  Ood  with  a  W.' 

The  number  of  Welsh  names  is  remarkable.  There  seems  to  have 
been  somewhat  of  an  emigration  into  England  in  Henry  VII's  time,  for 
the  first  Tudor  King  had  landed  in  Wales  and  owed  much  to  Welsh  help. 
He  called  his  eldest  son  Arthur,  and  Spenser  represents  his  succession  as 
the  restoration  of  the  old  British  race  to  the  rule  of  the  kingdom. 

Not  a  few  names  will  interest  Americans,  such  as  Emerson,  Haw- 
thorne, Washington. 

The  letters  u  and  v  have  caused  some  difficulty,  but  it  seemed  need- 
less in  the  case  of  proper  names  to  give  such  occasional  varieties  as 
Euans  for  Evans  or  Beavmont  for  Beaumont.  It  was  a  real  improve- 
ment when  Ramus  settled  that  v  should  be  appropriated  to  the  con- 
sonantal sound.  A  much  greater  difficulty  occurs  when  it  is  uncertain 
whether  the  two  upright  strokes  should  be  read  as  u  or  as  n,  and  it 
is  sometimes  necessary  to  state  the  alternative  and  leave  the  matter 
doubtful. 

At  the  end  of  this  preface  are  printed,  (i)  specimens  of  the  lists  of 
Guardians  of  Chests,  which  help  us  to  identify  names  :  (2)  the  will  of 
Edward  Beaumont  of  Christchurch  (one  of  several  curious  wills  given 
in  the  MS.  GG.),  the  inventory  of  his  library  shows  that  he  bought  the 
last  new  books  printed  at  the  Paris  press  in  1552,  the  year  of  his  death  : 
(3)  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  University,  also  in  1552,  which  I  have 
printed  because  the  Register  is  so  defective  about  that  date.  This  *  cross 
section  '  of  the  University  supplies  a  curious  picture  of  the  state  of  the 
University  at  the  time.  Unhappily  the  Christian  names  are  not  given,  and 
it  must  be  left  for  those  who  are  working  out  the  history  of  the  separate 
colleges  to  identify  the  names.  One  of  the  Halls,  White  Hall,  had 
eighteen  members.  It  was  the  Aula  Alba,  situated  in  St.  Mildred's 
parish,  which  is  now  absorbed  in  Jesus  College \  Similar  lists  for  Mag- 
dalen Hall  in  the  years  1553  and  1558  are  printed  below  on  p.  300. 
The  total  number  in  1552  was  1015.  Ini6i2,  when  the  University  had 
recovered  from  the  troubles  of  the  previous  century,  the  number  was 
2920^,  but  this  number  includes  choristers,  servants,  &c.  (40  at  Christ-

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church,  30  at  New  College).  Before  the  Reformation  the  numbers  were 
not  so  large.  Thus,  the  number  of  determining  bachelors  is  36  in  the 
Lent  of  1507,  47  in  1508,  41  in  1509,  55  in  1511,  42  in  1512.  These 
numbers  lend  no  support  to  the  well-known  statement  that  there  had 
once  been  30,000  students  at  Oxford,  a  statement  made  by  Richard 
Fitzralph,  Archbishop  of  Armagh,  once  fellow  of  Balliol,  and  Chancellor 
of  Oxford  1360,  before  the  Pope  at  Avignon  in  1357.  It  is  true  that 
Gascoigne  (p.  202)  seems  to  say  he  had  seen  that  number  stated  in  the 
rolls  of  the  old  chancellors  before  the  great  plague  of  the  Black  Death, 
but  the  sentence  is  not  clear  and  may  refer  only  to  the  fact  that  there 
used  to  be  fewer  'legists'  at  Oxford,  which  is  the  point  Gascoigne  is 
trying  to  prove.  But  anyhow  the  statement  is  hardly  credible,  and  the 
Middle  age  was  fond  of  large  round  numbers.  Mathew  Paris  states  the 
number  at  3000,  and  this  includes  all  the  cooks,  barbers^,  parchment 
makers,  illuminators,  stationers,  and  others  who  were  matriculated  that 
they  might  share  in  the  privileges  of  the  University  as  against  the  city. 
The  numbers  naturally  fell  off  somewhat  after  the  suppression  of  the 
monasteries.  Three-fourths  of  the  Benedictine  abbeys  and  priories  in 
England  sent  their  novices  to  Oxford^.  The  visitor  on  his  way  to  the 
Gardens  of  Worcester  College  passes  on  his  left-hand  several  small 
staircases  which  were  once  Benedictine  hostels,  and  still  remain  with 
their  original  doorways  and  separate  roofs  and  the  arms  of  such  monas- 
teries as  S.  Alban's  over  the  entrances.  It  is  to  be  noticed  also  that 
degrees  were  given  for  grammar,  and  that  these  did  not  cease  until 
1568.  Thomas  Ashbroke  was  the  last  who  was  admitted  to  instruct  in 
grammar^. 

A  wish  has  been  expressed  that  the  subsequent  fortunes  of  the  men 
mentioned  in  these  lists  should  be  traced  out.  But  to  do  this,  as  Colonel 
Chester  has  done  it  in  his  admirable  '  Westminster  Abbey  Registers,' 
would  have  required  the  labour  of  years,  in  searching  County  Histories, 
the  Calendars  of  State  Papers,  the  publications  of  the  Harleian  and  other 
Societies,  and  it  was  thought  better  to  supply  students  with  the  material 
contained  in  these  lists  at  once,  lest  '  the  better  should  prove  the  enemy 
of  the  good.'  Still  I  have  done  what  could  be  done,  while  I  was  tran- 
scribing my  extracts  for  the  press,  by  referring  to  the  books  of  which  a 
list  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Preface.  They  could  not,  however,  be 
completely  searched,  and  many  students  will  find  something  to  add 
or  correct.  Some  additional  notices  have  been  inserted  in  the  Index. 
I  have  also  referred  to  manuscript  sources,  and  am  much  indebted 
to  the  College  authorities  who  have  allowed  me  to  consult  the  lists 
of  members  on  the  foundation,  to  the  Master  of  Balliol,  the  Warden 
of  All  Souls,  the  Provost  of  Queen's,  the  President  of  Corpus,  and  to 
Mr.  Vere  Bayne  of  Christ  Church,  Mr.  Madan  of  Brasenose  and  Mr.  Shad-

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well  of  Oriel  for  the  use  of  their  own  collections.  But  my  greatest  debt  is 
to  the  Warden  of  New  College,  who  deprives  us  too  long  of  the  fruits  of 
his  exhaustive  researches  into  the  history  of  his  own  College  and  of  Win- 
chester. T  can  only  trust  that  those  Colleges  will  request  him  to  publish 
them.  Many  of  the  names  in  his  list  do  not  appear  in  the  University 
Register  at  all,  owing  to  the  singular  privilege  which  the  students  of  New 
College  enjoyed  in  not  being  required  to  supplicate  for  graces  before 
their  degrees,  a  privilege  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Chancellor  in  1607. 
Till  the  Colleges  publish  their  lists  we  cannot  give  anything  like  a  com- 
plete account  of  the  University,  for  the  public  Registers  are  very  imper- 
fect ;  and,  besides  this,  many  students,  such  as  Reginald  Scot,  the  author 
of  the  '  Discovery  of  Witchcraft,'  probably  left  without  taking  a  degree. 

For  a  complete  list  of  the  Chancellors,  Vicechancellors,  Proctors,  Pro- 
fessors, Heads  of  Colleges  and  Halls  during  this  period  we  must  refer  to 
Le  Neve's  Fasti  iii,  and  for  many  details  about  them  to  the  Honours 
Register  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  1883.  For  the  students  incor- 
porated here  from  Cambridge  it  has  seemed  enough  to  give  references  to 
Cooper's  Athenae  Cantabrigienses,  especially  as  we  have  some  reason  to 
hope  that  Cambridge  will  print  her  own  early  Registers.  Nor  has  it 
seemed  necessary  to  institute  a  comparison  between  the  working  of  our 
system  and  that  of  Cambridge,  since  Bass  Mullinger  has  gone  at  length 
into  the  subject  in  his  two  admirable  volumes  on  the  history  of  that 
University,  a  history  which  almost  necessarily  involves  a  constant  refer- 
ence to  Oxford.  And  for  a  full  account  of  our  own  Congregation,  which 
met  in  S.  Mary's  to  confer  degrees  {uh'  variis  gradihus  msignimur, 
p.  11,  see  Anstey  482,  Peshall  62),  and  for  the  meaning  of  grace  and 
licence,  and  for  the  attitude  of  Congregation  towards  the  applicants  for 
degrees,  and  for  an  estimate  of  the  importance  of  these  degrees  in  the 
outer  world  we  may  refer  to  Ayliffe,  to  the  preface  to  Anstey's  Muni- 
menta  Academica,  to  Prof.  Holland's  article  in  Macmillan's  Magazine  for 
July  1877  (which  gives  a  full  account  of  the  five  Faculties  under  which 
all  teachers  and  learners  were  arranged,  viz.  theology,  medicine,  law, 
arts,  and  music;  compare  the  statement  in  the  University  Gazette  of 
10  Oct.  1879,  pp.  23  to  26),  and  lastly  to  Maxwell  Lyte's  forthcoming 
History  of  the  University  of  Oxford.  Only  we  would  say  that  we  hope 
to  have  done  well  in  beginning  the  work  of  the  Oxford  Historical 
Society  with  the  publication  of  the  documents  which  open  to  view  the 
very  heart  of  the  University  system,  and  tell  us  about  the  men  whom 
Oxford  trained  and  sent  to  take  their  share  in  the  work  of  the  Church 
and  of  the  State  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries. 

It  only  remains  that  I,  on  behalf  of  the  Oxford  Historical  Society, 
should  express  my  obligation  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  his  permis- 
sion to  publish  the  Registers,  to  Dr.  Griffiths  the  Keeper  of  the  Archives 
for  his  constant  kindness  in  giving  me  access  to  the  treasures  under  his 
charge,  and  to  the  Delegates  of  the  Clarendon  Press  for  their  liberal 
encouragement  of  the  Society  in  facilitating  the  publication  of  this 
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Series.  And  we  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Horace  Hart,  the  Controller 
of  the  Press,  for  his  advice,  and  for  the  care  with  which  he  has 
superintended  the  printing  of  these  books.  Nor  should  we  omit  our 
thanks  to  the  compositors  and  readers.  This  book  has  cost  much 
labour,  but  the  labour  has  been  well  spent  if  it  saves  time  and  trouble 
to  future  students.

Eodem  die  comparuit  coram  Vicecancellario  praedicto  Christophorus 
Goodman  sacrae  theologiae  bacchalaureus  qui  affirmavit  quendam 
Edouardum  Beaumont  artium  bachalaureum  et  nuper  in  ecclesia 
praedicta  quarto  die  instantis  Augusti,  dum  in  extremis  ageret  mortemque
